Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  1968. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  1968  (29,910) 
shows  the  largest  annual  increase  since  the  inception  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  births  (618)  also  is  the  largest  number  of  births  recorded  in  the 
Urban  District  and  the  corrected  births  and  death  rates  of  23.8  and  12.9 
respectively,  are  to  be  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  which 
respectively  are  16.9  and  11.9*  There  were  396  deaths,  148  occurring  in 
Milton  Hospital  and,  of  these,  109  were  previously  domiciled  outside  the 
Urban  District. 

There  were  10  infant  deaths ,  five  of  which  occurred  in  the  early  neo¬ 
natal  period  and  were  all  associated  with  prematurity  or  congenital  defects. 

There  were  292  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  of  which  262  were 
due  to  Measles, 

528  vaccinations  against  Measles  were  given  for  children  from  1  to  7 
years  of  age,  however  it  is  too  early  yet  to  assess  the  impact  of  this 
prophylatic  measure  which  only  began  mid-way  through  the  Year, 

Since  October,  1968,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Pneumonia  have 
ceased  to  be  notifiable. 

The  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  remain  fairly  constant  during 
the  past  10  Years,  although  deaths  from  the  disease  have  shown  a  decline. 
Altogether  7 9 272  persons  attended  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  and  3  active  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  ascertained  during  the  visit.  The  Sittingbourne, 
Milton  and  District  Care  Committee  carry  out  very  useful  work  in  providing 
various  forms  of  help  for  Chest  and  Heart  patients  referred  to  it  from  the 
Chest  Clinic.  This  help  is,  of  course,  limited  by  the  amount  of  funds 
available  and  the  Committee  are  worthy  of  very  generous  support. 


The  Health  Inspectorate  has  had  a  very  busy  Year,  as  can  be  seen  from 
the  amount  of  work  carried  out  -  some  visits  a.re  very  time  consuming  as  the 
opportunity  is  also  taken  to  carry  out  various  forms  of  Health  Education. 
This  relates  especially  to  food  premises. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  routine  problems  and  complaints,  a  major 
source  of  air  pollution  has  been  causing  obnoxious  smells  throughout  a  wide 
area..  This  is  a  very  large  problem  and  will  require  time  and  endless 
patience  and  expense  to  overcome. 

I  must  express  thanks  to  Mr.  A.  Leslie,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  to  the  other  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  for 
the  efficient ,  smooth  manner  in  which  the  work  is  carried  out  and  for  their 
co-operation  at  all  times. 

I  would  also  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  courtesy.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1 •  Climatology 

The  rainfall  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  35*2 6  inches,  as  compared 
with  30.98  inches  recorded  in  19&7* 

The  heaviest  rainfall,  as  recorded  at  the  Highsted  Waterworks,  was  3«06 
inches  on  15th  September* 

The  wettest  month  wag  September  when  the  rainfall  recorded  at  Highsted 
Waterworks  was  7  <-82  inches. 

Fog  occurred  on  27  occasions  as  compared  with  16  occasions  in  the  previous 

Year. 

During  the  Year,  there  were  7  falls  of  Snow  locally  (3  in  January 5  1  in 
February,  1  in  April  and  2  in  December). 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  54  occasions  (13  in  January; 
13  in  February;  3  in  March;  8  in  April;  5  in  November  and  12  in  December)  as 
compared  with  43  occasions  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  hottest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  2nd  July  when  a  temperature  of  94°F. 
was  recorded. 


The  coldest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  13th  January  when  a  temperature  of 
16  F.  was  recorded. 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highsted  Waterworks  over  the  past 
six  Years  as  shown  in  Appendix  "A”,  and  Appendix  MB,!  shows  the  monthly  maximum 
and  minimum  temperatures  recorded  at  Johnson  House  Gardens  for  the  Years  1965?

2.  Deaths 


(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  and  assignable  to  the  Urban 
District  during  1968  was  396.  This  figure  represents  196  males  and  200 
females .

Figures  for  previous  Years  back  to  1945  may  be  seen  upon  reference  to 
the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

Of  the  396  deaths  assigned  to  Sittingbourne  during  1968,  a  total  of  148 
occurred  in  Milton  Hospital ,  but  only  39  of  these  were  actually  persons 
previously  resident  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  average  age  of  death  v/as  70.0  being  67-3  for  males  and  72  #7  for 
females.  The  oldest  death  was  a  female  aged  100  years.  The  average  age  of 
death  during  1967  was  70.1,  being  68.3  for  males  and  71*7  for  females.

(b)  Death  Rate 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1968  was  13.2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  10.8  per  1,000  in  the  preceding  Year.  The  figures  for  previous 
Years  back  to  1945  are  included  in  Table  III. 

The  corrected  death  rate  is  12.9  per  1,000  as  compared  with  11.9  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

3.  Infantile  Mortality 
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(a)  Ten  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  Year  of  age  were  recorded  during  the 
Year  under  review,  as  compared  with  11  in  1967° 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Year  was  16.1  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  rate  for  1967  was  20*1  per  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  Years  may  be 
seen  upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  was  18.0  per 
thousand  live  births. 

Of  the  10  deaths  recorded,  5  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age,  resulting 
in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  8.0  per  thousand  live  births  as  compared  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  12,3  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  PerinataJ  Mortality  Hate  was  19.2  per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  was  -  Nil.

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SECTION  III 

INFECTIONS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 
THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


1.  Notifiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 


During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  292  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for 
previous  Years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII* 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  was 
as  follows 

1st  Quarter  -  17;  2nd  Quarter  -  14;  3rd  Quarter  -  93;  4th  Quarter  -  168. 

The  main  causes  of  notification  were  262  cases  of  Measles  and  14  cases  of 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  the  262  cases  of  Measles  notified,  182  were  Children  under  School  Age 
and  77  were  School  Children#  The  remaining  3  cases  were  -  a  tele  aged  17 
years;  a  Female  aged  22  years  and  a  tele  aged  71  years. 

14  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  as  compared  with  18  cases  in  the 

previous  Year  and  38  cases  in  1966.  Of  these  14  cases,  5  were  Children  under 

School  Age  and  8  were  School  Children.  The  remaining  case  Y;as  a  Male*  aged 
17  years . 

6  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  Year,  of  which  4  were 
School  Children,  all  attending  Murston  School,  and  1  case  was  a  Child  under 
School  Age.  The  remaining  case  was  a  tele,  aged  31  years. 

The  single  case  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  Year  was  a  Female, 
aged  32  years,  employed  as  a  Shop  Assistant.  This  case  was  admitted  to 
Hospital.  The  agent  causing  this  outbreak  was  identified  as  Salmonella 
Panama. 

The  single  case  of  Infective  Jaundice  notified  during  the  Year  v/as  a  Boy, 
aged  13  years.  This  Boy  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Details  of  the  8  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in 
Tables  VI  and  IX. 
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(a)  The  total  number  of  cases  occurring,  number  of  cases  admitted  to 
Hospital  and  the  total  Deaths  from  each  disease,  as  shown  in  the  Registrar 
General’s  classification  of  Deaths,  are  shown  in  the  following  Table:-

Eight  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  Year  and  6  of  these  were  admitted 
to  Keycol  Hospital.

Units  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  of  the  South-East  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  from  Oakwood  Hospital,  Maidstone,  visited  the  Urban 
District  during  the  months  of  February  and  March,  19 68,  and  the  results  of 
their  Survey  are  shown  under  Appendix  ” JM . 

The  Members  of  the  Sittingboume ,  Milton  and  District  Care  Committee  for 
Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Diseases  have  continued  their  good  work  during  the 
Year  under  review  Their  responsibilities  now  include  Chest  and  Heart 
Patients  referred  to  them  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Keycol 
Hospital. 

During  the  Year,  the  sum  of  £229  was  spent  in  providing  Holidays  for  7 
Patients.  In  addition,  £110  was  expended  in  giving  help  which  included 
Fuel,  Heating,  Lighting,  Clothing,  Bedding,  Fares  and  Christmas  Extras  and 
certain  Cash  Grants. 

Unfortunately  the  assistance  which  this  Committee  is  able  to  give  has  go 
be  measured  by  the  Funds  available  and,  due  to  reduced  income  from  the  sale 
of  Christmas  Seals,  the  Members  are  forced  more  and  more  to  rely  on  the 
proceeds  from  locally  arranged  functions  and  donations  from  local  people. 

The  following  Table  XI  gives  details  of  notifications  received.  Deaths 
and  the  Death  Rate  per  10,000  of  the  Population,  for  both  Pulmonary  and 
lion- Pulmonary  cases,  during  the  period  from  1940  to  1 9 68  inclusive.

5.  Old  People’s  Welfare 

I  am  indebted  to  County  Councillor  Mrs.  J.  Noble  for  kindly  supplying  the 
following  information  concerning  the  activities  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  during  the  Year  under  review. 

”  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  demand  upon  the  Services  available  for 
the  Senior  Citizens  resident  in  the  Urban  District. 

This  was  the  17th  Year  that  the  Welfare  Committee  has  been  in  existence 
and  the  number  of  Old  People  on  the  Register  has  continued  to  rise. 

The  Night  Sitting  Service  was  called  upon  to  cover  134  nights.  It  is 
still  extremely  difficult  to  find  Night  Sitters  for  this  important  Service, 
which  has  been  In  greater  demand.  It  is  much  appreciated  by  our  elderly  and 
sick,  who  often  have  no  relative  to  come  to  their  aid.  This  Service  not  only 
provides  help,  comfort  and  confidence  to  the  Patient,  but  gives  relief  to 
tired  friends  or  good  neighbours  who  are  frequently  elderly  themselves. 

Over  40  meals,  twice  a  week,  are  taken  to  house-bound  and  Old  People 
in  the  Urban  District  by  the  Meals-on-Wheels  Service.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Ashbee  and  her  Voluntary  Helpers  for  giving  their  services  to  distribute 
these  meals;  and  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Licence  Tr^de  for  donating  £10 
which  provided  139  free  meals.  Our  grateful  thanks  also  to  the  Shell  Research 
Company  and  to  Messrs.  Bowaters  at  Kerns ley,  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  in  preparing  these  meals. 

Our  Visiting  Service  is  still  improving  and  expanding  under  the  organisatioi 
of  Mrs.  H.  Newman  and  'her  willing  band  of  100  helpers.  3 >000  eggs  were  given 
to  our  Old  People  at  Easter.  The  Congregational  Church  gave  275  eggs  from 
their  Easter  Service  and  the  others  were  provided  through  the  efforts  of  money¬ 
raising  events  held  by  our  Visitors.  500  hot  water  bottles  were  delivered  by 
the  Visitors  for  Christmas  presents.  Residents  from  Bla.ir  Park,  who  had 
been  accommodated  at  Minster  after  the  unfortunate  fire  at  these  premises,  were 
visited  and  taken  presents  of  sweets.  Xmas  and  Birthda.y  Cards  were  delivered 
by  our  Visitors  during  the  Year. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  Colonel  and  Mrs.  Donald  Dean,  we  were  once 
again  able  to  entertain  68  house-bound  people  in  July.  Each  person  was 
collected  by  car  and  returned  to  their  homes  after  a  strawberry  and  cream 
tea  at  Woodcourt.  The  weather  was  perfect  and  the  party  was  a  great  success 
and  very  much  appreciated.  We  record  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Red  Cross 
Personnel  who  again  so  willingly  acted  as  escorts  in  the  difficult  job  of 
transporting  many  of  our  handicapped  house-bound  Guests ;  and  to  Colonel  and 
Mrs.  Dean  for  providing  the  luscious  strawberries  and  cream. 

Fund  Raising  Events  included  a  successful  Wine  and  Cheese  Evening,  kindly 
organised  and  held  at  the  home  of  Councillor  and  Mrs.  F.  Bishop.  The  proceeds 
from  this  event  enabled  us  to  provide  transport  for  many  of  our  Old  People 
who  are  unable  to  use  the  Public  services.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  more 
lovely  sunshine  for  our  fund  raising  Garden  Party,  which  was  held  at  Westdene 
and  opened  by  Mr.  Borzoni,  the  newly  appointed  Senior  Nursing  Officer  at 
Keycol  Hospital.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Knovler,  our  Social  Chairman  and 
her  Committee,  for  organising  other  social  events  to  raise  money;  and  to 
Mrs.  Williams  who  continued  to  run  the  Good  Companions  Tea  Centre  on  Friday 
afternoons . 

We  are  delighted  to  have  two  girls  from  the  Grammar  School,  who  regularly 
attend  our  Meetings  with  their  Headmistress,  Miss  H.  Roberts,  and  appreciate 
the  active  part  they  take  in  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  work.  Grammar  School 
Boys  have  also  helped  with  gardening  problems  and  the  checking  of  flashing 
lamps.  We  also  receive  great  assistance  from  our  Secondary  School  Boys  and 
Girls  and  the  Members  of  the  Milton  Youth  Club. 

After  a  lot  of  careful  thought  and  hard  work  by  Mr.  A.  Leslie  and 
Mrs.  F.  Bishop,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Reverend  Harry  Williams,  we  were 
able  to  start  a  Day  Centre  at  the  Wesley  Hall  in  April,  1969*  It  is  proving 
a  great  success  and  at  least  30  meals  are  served  each  Monday.  A  satisfactory 
rota  system  has  been  arranged  and  we  are  extremely  grateful  to  our  Voluntary 
"Cooks"  -  Mrs.  Sampson,  Mrs.  Gouge,  Mrs.  Dive,  Mrs,  Bolton  and  Mrs.  Williams 
-  and  the  helpers  who  so  willingly  serve  and  wash  up.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  A.  Leslie  for  providing  the  necessary  utensils  to  start  our  Centre;  to 
the  Wesley  Hall  for  arranging  storage  of  our  equipment  and  to  Mrs.  F.  Bishop 
for  giving  so  freely  of  her  time. 

The  three  Old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  District  continue  to  be  well  supported. 
Court  Regis,  the  Kent  County  Council  Residential  Home,  is  full  to  capacity  and 
regularly  visited  by  our  helpers.  Churchill  House,  and  the  newly-opened 
Johnson  House,  both  Urban  District  Council  Warden’s  Schemes  designed  for  the 
housing  of  Elderly  People,  are  fulfilling  a  useful  and  necessary  purpose,  with 
their  happy  homely  atmosphere. 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  most  grateful  thanks  to  all  Members  of  the 
Welfare  Committee  for  their  kind  co-operation  and  support  during  the  Year, 
particularly  Mrs.  F.  Bishop,  Mrs.  J.  Mobbs  and  Mr.  N.  Bowen  for  again  carrying 
out  the  duties  of  Organising  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor  respectively. 
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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  Water  Supply 

All  the  dwellings  (9 >899)  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Medway  Water  Board* 

The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  under  review,  been  adequate  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Thirty  samples  of  water  (13  from  the  public  supply  and’ 17  from  private 
supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

In  addition,  2  samples  from  a  private  supply  were  submitted  for  both 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

2 .  Drainage  and  Sewerage 


During  the  Year,  extensions  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  were 
carried  out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  Area.. 

No  improvement  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  Year  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.  However,  the  Ministry  have  agreed  for  a  ’pilot  scheme’  of 
a  secondary  filtration  plant  to  be  installed,  but  will  not  agree  for  a  full 
secondary  treatment  scheme  at  this  stage* 

The  annual  treatment  against  Rodents  in  the  Council’s  sewerage  system 
was  carried  out  during  the  period  from  6th  to  28th  May,  1968.  The  poison 
Warfarin  was  again  used.  The  results  obtained  indicated  that  the  position 
could  generally  be  considered  as  satisfactory  as  the  incidence  of  infestation 
was  low. 


3 •  Scavenging 

The  administration  of  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's  site  at 
Milton. 
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4.  School  Sanitation 

The  sanitary  facilities  provided  at  the  Schools  have  been  maintained  in 
a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  standard  of  kitchen  hygiene  continues  at  a  high  level. 


5.  Public  Conveniences 


These  were  generally  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  in  spite  of 
difficulties  arising  from  malicious  damage  to  the  Conveniences. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  Year  from  users  of  the  Conveniences 
about  lack  of  privacy  due  to  door  locks  being  torn  from  the  doors  and  the 
condition  of  the  roller  towels  provided  due  to  misuse. 

6.  Swimming  Baths 

(a)  Public  Swimming  Baths 

12  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  reports  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated  that 
satisfactory  standards  of  purity  were  maintained  in  the  bath  water. 

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was  78 >769  as 
compared  with  81,611  in  1967* 

(b)  School  Swimming  Bath 

6  samples  of  the  bath  water  taken  from  the  small  open-air  swimming  bath 
at  a  School  situated  in  the  Urban  District,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  results  indicated  that  the  bath  water  was  maintained  in  a  generally 
satisfactory  condition. 
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7.  Mortuary  Accommodation 

The  Mortuary  facilities  used  by  the  Council  accommodated  27  bodies 
during  the  Year, 

The  arrangements  continued  to  prove  satisfactory.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  ML  lk  Supply 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distributors  of  Milk.  The  number  of  Retailers  registered  is  6l. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  Sale  of  designated  Milks  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  64  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone®  The  bulk 
of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source.

One  private  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  for  the  use  of  Butchers  in  the 
Town  and  174  visits  were  paid  to  this  slaughterhouse  during  the  Year. 

The  number  of  animals  presented  for  slaughter  was  1,339  as  compared  with 
1,731  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  small  amount  of  meat  condemned  in  the  slaughterhouse  (332  lbs.)  was 
dyed  green  and  disposed  of  under  guarantee  to  a  firm  of  bi-product 
manufacturers .

In  some  cases  the  standard  is 
excellent,  whilst  in  others  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

It  is  particularly  noticeable  that  some  food  handlers  still  have  little  or 
no  concept  of  the  importance  of  their  responsibility  to  the  Customer  in  the 
practice  of  proper  hygienic  standards. 

Nevertheless  the  Department  continued  to  have  good  relationships  with  the 
Food  Trade  in  general  and  invariably  the  advice  of  the  Department  was  accepted 
and  put  into  operation  when  difficulties  arose.

During  the  Year,  25  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Discretionary 
Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  These  were  all  approved* 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications  amounted 
to  £18,072.  4s*  lid.  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £8,502. 

There  were  26  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  11  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  applications  received  during  the  Year  1967*  In  addition,  1 
application  received  during  1964  was  cancelled  at  the  Applicant  *s  request. 

The  Improvement  Schemes  were,  as  in  previous  Years,  mainly  concerned  with 
the  provision  of  bathrooms,  internal  water  closets  and  hot  water  systems  and 
consequential  improvements  to  kitchens. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved  559 
applications.  Of  these,  526  were  completed  by  51st  December,  1968.  3n  addition, 
11  applications  were  cancelled  at  the  applicants1  request. 

(d)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

(as  amended  by  the  Housing  Act,  I96I,  and  Housing  Act,  19 64) 

During  the  Year,  22  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Standard 
Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  All  of  these  were  approved. 

There  were  21  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  7  these 
were  in  respect  of  applications  received  and  approved  during  1967 • 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved  165 
applications,  and  149  of  these  were  completed  by  Jlst  December,  1968.  In  addition, 
5  applications  were  cancelled  at  the  applicants*  request. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  the  149  completed  applications 
amounted  to  £28,587  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £15,257* 

The  improvements  required  under  the  applications  were  far  the  provision  of 
hot  water  systems,  baths,  wash-hand  basins,  internal  water  closets  and  food 
stores. 
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(e)  Details  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  both  Discretionary 
and  Standard,  are  shown  in  Tables  XVII  and  XVIII. 

(f)  Housing  Acts,  1957  to  1964 
Improvements  to  Council  Houses 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts,  a  total  of  106  Council  Houses  had 
been  improved  and  modernised  up  to  the  31st  December,  1968. 

(g)  Progress  of  Five-Year’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme 

During  the  Year,  12  houses  were  dealt  with  by  way  of  Undertakings, 

Closing  or  Demolition  Orders. 

A  Summary  of  Houses  dealt  with  in  Slum  Clearance  Programmes  during  the 
Period  from  1945  to  1968  inclusive  is  shown  in  Appendix  ”H”. 

(h)  Rehousing  -  Removal  Expenses 

In  connection  with  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  19  cases 
upon  being  rehoused  applied  for  their  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
Council. 

Under  the  Authority  of  Council  Minute  No.  507(5)  dated  October,  1959 >

1.  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  50 ) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  3  Cases  during  the  Year. 

(a)  Application  was  made  in  respect  of  the  interment  of  a  Child  aged 

2  Years  and  11  Months,  by  the  Parent,  for  assistance  in  meeting  the  expenses 
of  the  funeral.  The  Parent  was  unable  to  meet  such  expenses.  In  the 
circumstances,  this  Case  was  accepted  under  the  Act  and  the  necessary 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  interment  of  this  Child, 

(b)  Notification  was  received  of  the  death  of  a  Male,  aged  71  Years, 

As  there  was  no  relative,  or  other  person,  able  or  willing  to  make  the 

necessary  arrangements  for  the  interment  of  this  person,  action  was  taken 
under  the  terms  of  this  Act, 

(c)  Notification  was  received  of  the  death  of  a  Female,  aged  60  Years, 

As  there  was  no  relative,  or  other  person,  able  or  willing  to  make  the 

necessary  arrangements  for  the  interment  of  this  person,  action  was  taken 
under  the  terms  of  this  Act. 

Death  grants  were  obtained  in  all  three  Cases. 


2,  Air  Pollution 


Observers  continued,  during  the  Year,  to  submit  reports  on  the  incidence 
of  the  ’’Creek”  Smell. 

Unfortunately  it  would  appear  that  much  of  the  work  done  in  the  past 
two  Years  has  been  nullified  because  early  in  the  Year  an  industrial 
organisation  altered  the  mode  of  discharge  of  their  industrial  effluent 
into  the  Creek,  by  the  formation  of  a  settling  Lagoon. 

A  number  of  complaints  have  been  received  from  residents  in  the  area 
regarding  the  smell  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  which  has  been  traced  to  the  use 
of  the  Lagoon  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph. 

The  Firm  in  question  are  aware  of  the  complaints  and  they  are  in  the 
process  of  taking  steps  to  secure  a  remedy  of  the  problem.  This  is  not  easy 
because  of  the  large  volume  of  effluent  concerned,  which  has  an  extremely 
high  B .0 ,D. 

It  would  appear  that  much  fundamental  research  is  required  before  a 
satisfactory  solution  can  be  found  to  the  problem. 
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3.  The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  i960 

4  complaints  were  received  during  the  Year, 

These  complaints  arose  from  industrial  noise.  In  one  case  due  to  night 
working  and  in  the  other  three  cases  due  to  noise  from  machinery  sited  within 
the  factory  premises. 

In  all  the  cases  the  Finns  concerned  took  the  Department’s  advice  as  to 
screening  and/or  alteration  of  the  site  of  the  machinery,  with  satisfactory 
results  o  far  as  the  complainants  were  concerned « 

4.  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

This  Act  came  into  effect  on  1st  April,  19^5*  The  Certificates  of 
Registration  are  valid  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of 
Registration  and  those  Certificates  issued  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1965  were  due  for  renewal  in  1968* 

The  following  information  gives  details  of  applications  for  Registration 
received  up  to  31st  December,  1968  and  the  action  taken  under  the  terms  of 
the  Acts-

6.  Home  Safety 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  met  on  3  occasions  during*  the  Year. 

Two  matters  of  outstanding  importance  which  were  discussed  by  the 
Committee  were  as  follows s- 

(1)  The  installation  of  automatic  cut-outs  on  gas  appliances  in 
accommodation  occupied  by  Old  People.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  their  consideration  when  designing  further  Old 
People’s  accommodation. 

(2)  The  Fire  Brigade  carried  out  a  survey  of  1,000  selected  houses  in 
the  Town,  dealing  particularly  with  the  safety  of  electrical  wiring  and 
electrical  appliances. 

Where  faults  were  discovered,  Fire  Brigade  personnel  gave  suitable 
advice  to  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  and  it  is  intended  that,  after  a 
suitable  lapse  of  time,  a  further  visit  will  be  made  to  see  whether  the 
advice  given  has  been  taken.
